Tho room traders, however, were made moro chei-rfu- l by tho
Jact that no disquieting development In tho international situation had occurred
over night, ohd most of that clement bought stock in tho early trading.

For a good part of the day nearly all tho transactions on tho door wore of a
professional character, but around noon there was uvldenco of accumulation of
tho copper stocks based on tho expected advance in the Miami dividend and on
further reports referring to tho strong position of that metal. There Is good
authority for tho statement that metal prductlon Is absolutely sold out until tho
end of June, and few of tho large producers now caro to make contracts for tho
third quarter of tho year, even at tho high price of 27 cents a pound.

Some of thoso In close touch with tho selling agencies Insist that the price of
the metal will soon cross 30 cents, and this belief Is making buyers moro urgent
and producers are disposed to refrain from making contracts for far-o- ff delivery.

Talk of Increased Dividends by Few Roads and Resumtj-'- lf.inn nnr Tnifinl Pfl.vments bv Of.bprs A m: '?vw - "
Eailways Common at Best Price of Year

Many new hlfih records of revenues will
bo established by the railroads this year
nnd there Ib some talk ot Increased divi-

dends by a few roads and resumptions
and Initial payments by others. For some
tlmo the question of dividend payments on
preferred stocks of the Erie Jtnllroad Conv
pnny hns been discussed In financial cir-
cles, while the samo has been truo with
respect to the Chesapeake and Ohio. Now
York Central nnd Norfolk and Western
have been spoken of ns likely to Increase
their payments, although to dato nothing
definite has been determined or announced
In this connection. .

Obviously, some of tho companies would
like to Increase their dividend rates, but
the labor situation has ncted as n deterrent
element. No doubt nn Increase In divi-

dend rates. Initial payments, or resump-
tions would be used to Rood advantage ns
nn argument by railroad employes for
tho advance in wages, wlilch Is now being
sought by that group of Individuals.

Jtnllroad oUlclals as a whole malhtaln
that wages of employes compare favor-nbl- y

with rates paid other classes of
labor throughout tho United States, al-

though they arc perfectly willing to nd-ju- st

tho matter by tho elimination of
certain unfavorable elements now obtain-
ing In this connection. For Instance, It
Is pointed out, men nro now paid for a

Foreclosure Decree Ready Addi-
tional Pledge of $000,000 Exacted

ST. I.OU18, JInrch 31. Tho minimum
dale price of tho St. Louis nnd San Fran-
cisco Hallroad, In case It Is sold under
the foreclosure proceedings brought by
Now York bankers, wan fixed nt $46,700,-00- 0,

plus a pledge of $000,000, which
must bo nssurcd by tho buyer at the con-
clusion of a conference today between
United States Circuit Judge Sanborn
with attorneys representing the various
Interests with claims against the rnll-roit- d.

If the decree Is granted by Judge San-
born the buyer will havo to rcorganlzo
tho railroad under a plan of reorganiza-
tion approved by tho court and the stock
holders will bo taken care of In that way.

Tho sale price was llxcd to caro for
mortgages long past due. It was consid-
ered likely by attornoys Interested In tho
road thnt Judge Sanborn would sign tho
decreo of foreclosure lato today. He Is
awaiting word from nttorneys not In the
city to approve tho decreo as now drawn
up.

Tho pledge of $600,000, which must bo
assumed, is to tho North American Trust
Company, of New York. Tho obligations
to bo paid aro as follows: A refunding
mortgage held In trusUby the Bankers'
Trust Company of NowYork, nnd Ncal
A. McMillan for $25,000,000, property
covered by a general lien mortgage
amounting to $20,000,000 nnd property
not mortgaged amounting to $700,000.

TRADING 1'ROFESSIONAL

General Tono Steady Rains Reported
in Texas

NEW YORK, March 31. Trading In th8
cotton market on the call this morning
wns tho smallest In a long tlmo. There
vvorc but eight transactions, with no eala
of December, usually an active option, The
tone wob steady with prices 1 point higher
to 2 points lower.

Operations of both sides of tho market '

wero mixed nnd professional. After the
call one trader offered a small amount
of nnd by tho end of the first 10
minutes recessions of 1 to 4 points from
tho Initial figures had been established.

There was some rain In Texas, Port
Worth reporting moro than half an Inch,
and San Antonio, .02, but no precipitation
between theso two widely separated sta-
tions. Cloudy conditions prevailed
over tho SouthwcBt, however, and tho
